INCOME TAX TIME

INCE the 1921 income tax blanks have heen 
issued, tho time is again near when citizens 


•will be cnrlgelinK their brains in an effort to 
be as fair to their country as to themselves. 


It niakin little difference how highminded 


may be the porsou who is required to make a 
proper return, there are elements of uncer- 
tainty and doubt creeping in constantly and 
which result in innocent mistakes being made. 


Those who are given blanks should re- 


member that the government is asking a tax 
only on the excess above certain amounts and 
that the sum total should only include income. 
If this is done, the work will he simplified. 


The best means to obtain fair and accur-
